Sir. —We beg to present herewith the Annual Report of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners for Canada for the year 1939, in conformity with Section 
Twenty-three of the Canada Grain Act, 1930. 

GENERAL CONDITIONS 

Crop conditions, generally speaking, in the year 1939 were greatly improved 
in the greater part of Western Canada and a good deal more work was involved 
in the handling of the same. There was some congestion towards the latter end 
of 1939 which was, however, very rapidly overcome. The Canadian Govern¬ 
ment Elevators have benefited accordingly and have proved to be useful this 
past season. Licences issued by the Board as on December 1, 1939, were re¬ 
ported by the Warehouseman at 5,846 as against 5,508 at the same time last year. 


INSPECTION SERVICES IN WESTERN ONTARIO 

These services, which were referred to in the last Annual Report of this 
Board, were continued this year and have been of considerable service in the 
handling of the Ontario wheat for the Canadian Wheat Board insofar as they 
provided an inspection service in order that the local wheat might qualify for the 
appropriate guaranteed payment. There was also a cons derable increase in 
the inspection of corn and beans by this office, which this year will, it is antici¬ 
pated, be self-supporting financially. 


CANADIAN GOVERNMENT ELEVATORS 

The only material change in the situation in respect to these elevators is 
that Prince Rupert has been opened. All of the elevators have had a large 
handling this year and are at present full of grain. 


WEIGHOVER IN TERMINAL ELEVATORS 

As required by statute, these weighovers have been carried out during the 
past year, the stocks of wheat and other grains checked with the warehouse 
receipts and such minor adjustments as were necessary have been made. 
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TRADE AND COMMERCE 


REVISION OF THE CANADA GRAIN ACT 

During the last session of Parliament an amending bill was put through, 
which amounted to a complete revision of the Act. This brought the Act up to 
date and has cleared up various points of an administrative nature. These 
amendments came into effect on the First of August, 1939 and have worked 
quite well. 


LABORATORY 

The Board obtained the services of Dr. J. A. Anderson to take charge of 
the laboratory and he was appointed Chief Chemist on June 1, 1939. This was 
to fill the vacancy created by the resignation of Dr. W. F. Geddes. 

COMMITTEES ON GRAIN STANDARDS 

Committees on Grain Standards for the Crop Year 1939-40 were constituted 
by the Board in accordance with Section Twenty-five of the Canada Grain Act, 
1930. 

The Western Committee was convened at Winnipeg on October 17, 1939, 
and the Eastern Committee at Toronto on November 8, 1939 and at Montreal 
on November 9, 1939. 


WHEAT BONUS 

Outstanding wheat bonus certificates in the amount of Thirty-nine Dollars 
and Eighty Cents ($39.80) were redeemed during the past year. Outstanding 
certificates still remain to the amount of Eight Thousand, Four Hundred and 
Ten Dollars and Twenty-three Cents ($8,410.23). 

THE PRAIRIE FARM ASSISTANCE ACT, 1939 

Arising out of legislation passed last session the Board were authorized to 
collect one per cent (1%) of the net value of grain marketed in the three western 
provinces. Arrangements were made for this with the elevator companies and 
other licensees and we have so far received the sum of One Million, Eight Hundred 
and Nine Thousand, Two Hundred and Ninety-seven Dollars and Eighty-eight 
Cents ($1,809,297.88), as at 31 December, 1939. 

TARIFF MEETINGS 

The usual public hearings to hear representations in the matter of tariffs 
of elevator charges for the Crop Year 1939-40 were held by the Board at Winni¬ 
peg, Vancouver and Toronto in July and August. 


COUNTRY ELEVATOR OVERAGES 

There is no change in the policy dealing with this matter to that frequently 
reported, and the Board feels that this policy has the desired effect in improving 
the weighing in country elevators. 


EXPENDITURES AND REVENUES 

Total expenditure for the fiscal year 1938-39 was $1,566,331.68 compared 
with $1,471,242.05 for the previous fiscal year. Revenue for the fiscal year 
1938-39 was $987,026.75 compared with $644,364.83 for the previous fiscal year, 
an increase of $342,661.92. 
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For the first nine months of the current fiscal year the total expenditure 
was $26,250.00 more than in the corresponding period during the previous fiscal 
year, owing to increased activity in the operating branches of the Board through 
the handling of a larger crop, and the revenue for the same period shows an 
increase of approximately $224,000.00 over the same period last year.

(a) COMPLAINTS

EXPORT SHIPMENTS 

During the year 1939 seventeen (17) complaints, ten (10) in regard to quality 
and seven (7) re shortages, were received regarding overseas shipments. These, 
together with the three (3) complaints outstanding at December 31, 1938, were

(b) PROSECUTIONS 

One prosecution for a breach of the provisions of Section 109, Canada Grain 
Act, was instituted during the year under review. The defendant pleaded 
guilty and was fined five dollars and costs. 

(c) DEFAULTS 

During the year 1939 there was one case of default by a licensee of the 
Board but all claims were eventually paid in full by the licensee. 

(d) CARS OUT OF TURN 

Under the provisions of Section 68 of the Canada Grain Act 1930 cars out 
of turn for shipment of grain from country elevators were ordered by the Board 
as follows:—

(e) RECEIPT OF WHEAT INTO COUNTRY ELEVATORS 
FROM RAILWAY CARS 

Under the provisions of Section 107a of the Canada Grain Act 1930 amended 
1939, the Board during the period September 15, 1939 to December 15, 1939, 
owing to lack of storage space in terminal elevators, authorized the receipt of 
wheat into country elevators from railway cars for the conservation of storage 
in a total of 8,892 carloads. These shipments were made from country elevators 
in heavy crop districts to country elevators in light crop districts. 
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(f) SUMMARY OF LICENSING AND BONDING FOR THE 
SEASON OF 1938-39 

During the season which commenced on September 1, 1938, and ended on 
August 31, 1939, one hundred and fifty-eight (158) firms and individuals applied 
for licences as required by the provisions of The Canada Grain Act. 

Five thousand, six hundred and eighty-eight (5,688) applications for licences 
were received and five thousand six hundred and fifty-four (5,654) licences were 
issued. Fourteen (14) licences were transferred and twenty (20) applications 
were withdrawn for various reasons. 

At December 1st, 1938, there were 5,822 buildings classed as elevators 
under the provisions of The Canada Grain Act, 5,792 in the Western Division 
and 30 in the Eastern Division; of these 5,654 were operated under licence during 
the crop year 1938-39.

Grain dealer licence numbered 18, which was issued on September 21, 
1938, to Willard Cumming, trading as Willard Gumming and Company of 
Calgary, Alberta, was suspended by the Board on August 10, 1939, owing to the 
fact that the licensee was unable to meet his obligations to certain parties from 
whom grain had been purchased. 

The following licences, which were issued at the commencement of the 
season to the undernoted firms, were cancelled by order of the Board on the 
dates shown:— 

Private Terminal Elevator Licence No. 11. —Ogilvie Flour Mills Company, 
Limited; 125,000 bushel elevator at Winnipeg, Man.; cancelled August 1, 
1939 and Mill Elevator licence issued. 

Semi-Public Terminal Elevator Licence No. 3. —Union Terminal Limited; 
Elevator at Port Arthur, Ontario; Cancelled August 1, 1939; Elevator 
taken over by Manitoba Pool Elevators, Limited. 

Public Country Elevator Licence No. 5400. —Outlook Sask. Flour Mills 
Company, Ltd.; Elevator at Outlook, Sask.; Cancelled August 29, 
1939; Elevator taken over by Consumers’ Milling Company Limited. 
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Public Country Elevator Licence No. 2643. —McCabe Bros. Grain Company, 
Limited; Elevator at Haskett, Manitoba; Cancelled August 1, 1939; 
Elevator taken over by Morden Milling Company. 

Grain Commission Merchants Licence No. C S3.—Smith Murphy & Milroy, 
Limited, of Vancouver, B.C.; Cancelled July 31, 1939; Company 
ceased to operate as Grain Commission Merchants. 

Grain Commission Merchants Licence No. C 90. —A. Forsythe & Company, 
Limited of Winnipeg, Manitoba; Cancelled October 31, 1938; Company 
ceased business as Grain Commission Merchants. 

In addition to the above cancellations the Board also cancelled a number of 
Private Terminal elevator and Public Country elevator licences on July 31, 
1939. 

Amendments to The Canada Grain Act, effective August 1, 1939, changed 
the provisions regarding Mill elevators and prohibited the granting of more than 
one licence for one elevator. At that time there were twenty-three (23) elevators 
licensed both as Private Terminal and Country elevators. 

In twelve (12) cases both the Private Terminal and Country elevator licences 
were cancelled, eleven (11) of these elevators then being licensed as Mill elevators 
and one (1) as a Semi-Public Terminal elevator. Of the other eleven (11) cases 
five (5) continued to operate as Public Country elevators surrendering for can¬ 
cellation their Private Terminal elevator licences and six (6) continued to operate 
as Private Terminal elevators surrendering for cancellation the Public Country 
elevator licences. 

Licence fees collected amounted to $30,564.00; of this amount $160.00 was 
refunded to applicants on account of applications for licences having been with¬ 
drawn. 

Surety bonds amounting to $25,210,725.50 were executed by ten (10) of 
the approved surety companies and were deposited with the Board as security 
covering the operations of the licensees; in addition three (3) licensees deposited 
negotiable Government bonds with a par value of $11,000.00 in lieu of furnishing 
the usual forms of Surety bonds.

(i) ANNUAL REPORT OF STATISTICIAN 

The Secretary, 

Board of Grain Commissioners, 

Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

Dear Sir, —I beg to submit the following report for the crop year 1938-39, 
being the 12 months ending July 31, 1939. 

Highlights of the year may be briefly summarized as follows: 

Production .—Wheat production in 1938 was the largest since 1932; barley 
and rye crops were the largest since 1930; and oats production the largest since 
1935. 

Marketings .—-Farmers delivered to country and mill elevators in the three 
Prairie Provinces and loaded over platforms, a total of 291 million bushels of 
wheat, equivalent to 90 per cent of the crop produced in 1938. 

Prices. —Wheat, oats, barley and rye prices were the lowest since 1932-33, 
the average market price of No. 1 Northern in store Fort William-Port Arthur 
for the crop year being 62 cents per bushel, or 18 cents per bushel below the 
price paid by the Canadian Wheat Board. 

Exports .—Exports of wheat showed improvement over the previous year 
but were below average. For the first time it was possible to include in our 
compilations the exact loadings of Canadian grain at United States ports. 

Carryover .—The end of season carryover of Canadian wheat showed an 
increase of 77 • 6 million bushels from the very low figure of the previous year. 

Lake Freights .—Freight rates on wheat on the Great Lakes declined nearly 
50 per cent during July, 1939, from the high levels reached during the fall of 
1938 when the Board re-established a maximum rate of 7 cents per bushel from 
Fort William-Port Arthur to St. Lawrence ports. 

Details relating to these various subject matters are to be found among 
data included as part of this report. 
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EXPORTS THROUGH U.S.A. PORTS 

It was anticipated in trade circles that much greater use of United States 
ports for the shipment of Canadian export grain would follow the abolition of 
the preference of 2 shillings per quarter obtained under the Ottawa agreements 
in 1932 for wheat shipped direct from Empire countries to the United Kingdom. 
Actually this did not prove to be the case although shipments were resumed 
via Baltimore and Boston, two ports which had not handled Canadian export 
grain for some time. 

A gratifying feature of the year was the prompt response from these United 
States ports to our appeals for details of each cargo or parcel loaded. This, 
added to the excellent co-operation of the New York Produce Exchange and the 
ports of Philadelphia and Albany, enabled us to publish for the first time, com¬ 
plete weekly data representing exact quantities of Canadian grain exported 
through United States Atlantic Seaboard ports. The great value of this good¬ 
will on the part of organizations in the U.S.A. and the importance of preserving 
it are again emphasized. 

FINAL DESTINATION OF EXPORTS 

Throughout the year, the Board’s representative in London, Mr. James 
McAnsh, and the Canadian Government Trade Commissioners in various 
European countries continued to render efficient service in furnishing details of 
the distribution of Canadian grain, so that it was again possible to publish com¬ 
plete data, in detail, of the disposition of Canadian grain and wheat-flour exports 
by country of final destination. 

OCEAN AND LAKE FREIGHTS 

Ocean freight rates on wheat from Canadian Atlantic and St. Lawrence 
ports were comparatively steady throughout the year. From St. Lawrence 
ports to United Kingdom ports 2/9 per quarter was the going rate for full cargoes 
and 2/9 to 3 shillings for parcels. Rates to Northern Ireland and Eire were 
usually 3/3 per quarter for parcels. Wheat shipments by this route were 50 
per cent greater, amounting to 76 million bushels compared with 51 million 
during season 1937-38. 

Vancouver freight rates fluctuated between 17/6 and 25 shillings per long 
ton. Top rates were reached in the first half of the season when in anticipation 
of a heavy movement from the Pacific Coast, freight bookings were substantial. 
Exports of wheat from Vancouver were heaviest between November, 1938, 
and March, 1939, and for the season totalled 39-5 million compared with barely 
11 million bushels the previous year. 

Lake freight rates from Fort William-Port Arthur to St. Lawrence ports 
steadily declined as the season progressed. Weighted averages during the months 
of navigation are shown herewith:

MARKETINGS AND MOVEMENT 

A wheat crop of 326 million bushels was produced in the three Prairie Prov¬ 
inces in 1938 and during the crop year a total of 291 million bushels was de- 
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livered from farms, or the equivalent of 89-3 per cent of the crop harvested. 
Details of the deliveries by provinces are tabulated below:

Exports of wheat and wheat-flour totalled 160 million bushels of which 
20-7 million was exported in the form of flour. Canadian ports shipped 116-9 
bushels of the wheat exported overseas and U.S.A. ports the balance of 12-1 
million bushels. 

Exports to the United States for consumption were very small and totalled 
only 239,409 bushels, but United States mills bought 9,987,141 bushels of 
Canadian wheat for milling in bond and re-export in the form of flour. 


PORT CHURCHILL 

Only 3 steamers loaded wheat at the port of Churchill during the season. 
They took a total of 916,913 bushels. The ocean freight paid was 3/3 per 
quarter or approximately 9-865 cents per bushel at the then prevailing rate of 
exchange. 


FORT WILLIAM-PORT ARTHUR 

Exports direct from the head of the lakes were made on 8 Scandinavian 
vessels which came to Fort William and Port Arthur. Wheat shipments on 
6 boats totalled 337,093 bushels, while 2 vessels loaded 110,000 bushels of rye 
between them. 


PRICES 

As required under Section 21, Canada Grain Act, this office has maintained 
records of grain prices at certain principal markets. 

Averages of daily closing prices as recorded in the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
for No. 1 and No. 3 Northern Wheat basis in store Fort William or Port Arthur 
are given below for the past seven crop years.

In compliance with Section 102, Canada Grain Act, steps have been taken 
to ensure that policies of insurance have been maintained for the proper coverage 
of grain held in store in public and semi-public elevators. 

Copies of charter confirmations covering lake shipments of grain from Fort 
William-Port Arthur were filed by shippers in accordance with the Inland Water 
Freight Rates Act, 1923, as amended. These were carefully checked against 
official records of actual shipments and used in the compilation of weighted 
averages of freight rates charged for the carriage of grain via different routes, 
monthly, during the year. 

The following statistics, compiled from returns received from the Inspection 
and Weighing Branches of the Board, from elevator licensees and from other 
official sources, indicate the amounts of grain handled by the different groups 
of elevators in the course of distribution between producer and consumer; and 
the amounts exported, consumed and remaining as carry-over at the close of 
the crop year, as compared with the total crop of the five principal grains har¬ 
vested in Canada. Special statements are included showing the final disposition 
of Canadian grain exported overseas and details of grades exported via Canadian 
Seaboard ports.

Dear Sir, —I hereby submit my annual report covering car and cargo 
inspections in the Western Division; car and cargo inspections and sampling 
in the Eastern Division, for the year ending July 31, 1939. 

The crop of 1938 in the Western Division was again rather severely affected 
by drought, particularly in the southern and south central portions of the 
Provinces. The crop, outside of drought areas, was average or better, resulting 
in a crop considerably larger than any since the crop of 1932. The crop was 
harvested under good conditions and the grain produced was of high grade and 
good quality. 

The total number of cars inspected in the Western Division for the Year 
1938-39 was 214,029 as against 113,492 for the previous year, an increase of 
100,537 cars.

REPORT OF CHIEF WEIGHMASTER 

J. Rayner, Esquire, 

Secretary, Board of Grain Commissioners,

Dear Sir, — I have the honour to submit the following report covering the 
work of the Weighing Branch of the Board for the crop year 1938-1939. 

In accordance with Sections 91 and 123 of the Act, weighing services were 
supplied at all Public Terminal, Semi-Public Terminal and Private Terminal 
Elevators licensed by the Board in the Western Division for the purpose of 
weighing of grain received into and shipped out of these elevators. 

At elevators operating under a Mill Elevator License in the Western Divi¬ 
sion, weighing services were also supplied. 

In the Eastern Division weighing services were supplied, on a fees basis, 
for outward car shipments at the following elevators: Goderich Elevator; Western 
Canada Flour Mills Elevator, Goderich; Canada Steamship Lines Elevator, 
Midland; Midland Simcoe Elevator, Midland; Aberdeen Elevator, Midland; 
Great Lakes Elevator, Owen Sound; Canadian Pacific Railway Elevator, Port 
McNicoll; Sarnia Elevator, Sarnia; Toronto Elevator, Toronto. 

In all elevators licensed by the Board where weighing services have been 
supplied, the equipment used for receiving, shipping and weighing grain has 
been maintained in good condition under the supervision of officers of this Branch. 

In accordance with the Weights and Measures Act and Regulations, 1929, 
Chapter 212, Section 50, I carried out the annual inspection of scales, under my 
authority as Inspector of Weights and Measures of Terminal Elevator Scales, in 
the following elevators: All terminal elevators at Port Arthur and Fort William; 
the Canadian Government Interior Elevators at Moose Jaw, Saskatoon, Calgary, 
Edmonton, Lethbridge and Prince Rupert; and those terminal elevators loading 
to tide water at the Pacific Coast; and the National Harbours Board Elevator 
at Port Churchill; for which certificates of verification were issued. Semi¬ 
annual inspection of scales in the above elevators was also carried out to insure 
the continued accuracy of the scales, and special tests of some scales during the 
year when considered necessary and upon request. 

The scales in the above elevators have been maintained in good condition 
by an expert scale mechanic who is retained by the licensees of these elevators. 

The scales in elevators licensed by the Board in the Eastern Division were 
inspected by Mr. P. J. Marples of Montreal, in accordance with the Weights and 
Measures Act. 

Very few complaints were received during the crop year of shortages of cars 
unloaded at terminal points. Those received were carefully investigated, and, 
where the investigations warranted it, adjustments were made or recommended. 

There is attached a statement showing the average reported shortages of 
pounds per one thousand bushels on the various grains loaded into vessels at 
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Port Arthur and Fort William and unloaded at Canadian and American Ports. 
Some complaints were received of reported shortages in the outturn of some 
caroges which were thoroughly investigated, but no evidence was discovered 
that would affect the accuracy of the loading weights for which certificates were 
issued. 

All the grain in store in Public Terminal Elevators, Semi-Public Terminal 
Elevators, and the four top grades of Wheat in Private Terminal Elevators, 
licensed by the Board, was weighed over as required under the Act. Statements 
of the correct quantities of the various grades in store were prepared by this 
Branch and forwarded to the Board to permit of the adjustment of outstanding 
warehouse receipts in Public and Semi-Public Terminal Elevators, and the 
establishment of overages in Terminal Elevators, in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Section 138 of the Canada Grain Act. 

Some special weighovers of grain in store in Terminal Elevators were carried 
out by orders of the Board. 

On instructions from the Board, weighovers were conducted at Eastern 
Elevators prior to the amendments to the Canada Grain Act, August 1, 1939, 
coming into effect, and statements of the correct quantity of each grade in store 
prepared and forwarded to the Board.

REPORT OF GENERAL MANAGER, CANADIAN GOVERNMENT 

ELEVATORS 

Fort William, Ont., December 12, 1939.

Sirs, —I beg to submit the following report of the Canadian Government 
Elevators for the year 1939. 

ELEVATORS OPERATED 

The three elevators in the Province of Alberta, located at Calgary, Ed¬ 
monton and Lethbridge, continued in operation during the entire crop year, 
and, owing to improved crop conditions in the Province of Saskatchewan, the 
elevators at Saskatoon, which had been closed for the past year and a half, and 
Moose Jaw, which had been closed during the month of August, were re-opened 
on September 1, 1938, for operation under Public Terminal Elevator licences. 

The Prince Rupert elevator was not operated during the 1938-39 season, 
but in view of the large crop requiring the utilization of all available storage 
facilities, this elevator was opened for operation by this branch under Public 
Terminal Elevator licence for the crop year 1939-40. 

ELEVATOR LEASED 

The Port Arthur elevator continues to be operated by McCabe Bros. 
Grain Co. Ltd., under six year lease entered into in 1938. 

Charges 

The tariff of charges for handling, storing and treating grain was maintained 
on the same basis as that in effect during the previous season. 

Grain Handled 

Improved crop conditions resulted in very material increases in the volume 
of grain handled at each point, with the exception of Lethbridge, as compared 
with the business of the previous season. Comparative figures for each elevator 
for the two years are as follows:

Present indications are that the handlings during the ensuing season will 
exceed those of the past year. 

Maintenance of buildings, machinery, equipment- and trackage has been 
adequately taken care of as an operating expense, including the following major 
repairs and replacements. 
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BUILDINGS

paint applied to the entire concrete surface of the storage annex. 

Roofs of all buildings were repaired where necessary. 

Saskatoon .—Roofing over outer bins of the storage annex was removed and 
replaced with new roofing. 

Prince Rupert .—Cracks in bins of storage annex and workhouse were 
filled and made watertight. Finishing coat over these repairs could 
not be completed owing to adverse weather conditions. This work 
will be continued next spring. 

EQUIPMENT 

Port Arthur .—Equipment and machinery that had been in use since the 
elevator was constructed was replaced, including— 

4 leg belts. 

3 conveyor belts. 

10 chain drives. 

1 screenings separator. 

House telephone system. 

Moose Jaw .-—Replacements of equipment and machinery of the original 
installation were made as follows:

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Calgary.— 1 Permanent employee was retired on account 

of ill-health and the position was filled by 
temporary appointment. 

Staffs at all points were maintained at the minimum of requirements. 

RESULTS OF OPERATION 

Not only was the amount of grain handled during the period under review 
more than three times as much as the previous year, but the average storage 
period was more than twice as long. The result of this was an increase in revenue 
of more than $400,000.00. The surplus of revenue over all expenditures was 
$268,349.22, whereas the previous year there was a deficit of $40,180.36. 

As stated earlier in this report, buildings, machinery and equipment were 
all maintained in good condition, maintenance costs being included in operating 
expenses, and following the practice of recent years no provision was made for 
depreciation of plants or equipment.

REPORT OF CHIEF CHEMIST 

Winnipeg, Man., December 29, 1939. 


The Board of Grain Commissioners, 

Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

Sirs, —I have the honour to submit the following report on the Grain Re¬ 
search Laboratory for the year 1939. 

The work of the Laboratory has been similar to that of recent years. As¬ 
sistance has been given to the Inspection Branch:—in the preparation of ten¬ 
tative standard and export standard samples of hard red spring and durum 
wheats; by checking the quality of samples of complaint cargoes and dried wheat; 
by further investigation of the effects of “improperly ripened” kernels and sweet 
clover taint on the quality of spring wheat; by developing an objective colori¬ 
metric method for the quantitative determination of sweet clover taint and a 
method for the detection of Ceresan-treated wheat; and by inspection and super¬ 
vision of Brown-Duvel moisture testing equipment. The Laboratory also co¬ 
operated in an investigation of temperature variations in one of the grain driers 
at a government elevator. 

Working in co-operation with other laboratories, under the Associate Com¬ 
mittee on Grain Research of the National Research Council and the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, investigations of the quality of new cereal varieties 
were continued. The Grain Research Laboratory undertook a large share of 
the work on spring wheats, all work on durum wheats, and almost all work on 
oil seeds. A study of the quality of Official Argentine Wheat Standards, 1937-38 
crop, was also made for the Associate Committee. Assistance was given to other 
institutions and government departments by making series of routine deter¬ 
minations of—the carotene content of flour from new hybrid wheats for the 
University of Alberta; the quality of sunflower varieties for the University of 
Saskatchewan; the quality of flax samples for the Cereal Division, Central 
Experimental Farm; the quality of flours bought by the British War Office 
for the Commercial Intelligence Service, Department of Trade and Commerce; 
and of the protein content of barley samples submitted by the National Barley 
Committee. The milling and baking qualities of a number of samples of wheat 
were also studied at the request of certain farmers in Western Canada. 

The Laboratory has continued to collect data on the quality of the more 
important Canadian grain crops. Information obtained in the fall of 1938 on 
the current wheat crop was supplemented throughout the remainder of the crop 
year by determining the protein content of average samples representing in¬ 
spections, terminal elevator unloads and cargoes. At the end of the crop year, 
more extensive quality tests were made on composite samples representing all 
wheat which moved during the crop year. By these means records were created 
of the quality of spring wheat of different grades at various inspection offices, 
terminal elevators, and ports, and at monthly intervals throughout the year. 
Similar but less extensive records were also made of the quality of durum wheat, 
barley, oats, rye and flax. 

Preliminary information on the quality of the 1939 crop of spring wheat, 
and on the quality of other grains listed above, was obtained by analysis of in¬ 
spection office averages for the first two months of the 1939-40 crop year. A 
report on this subject, illustrated with graphs and maps, was given to the 
Western Committee on Grain Standards, which met in Winnipeg on October 17, 
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1939. Mimeographed reports on the quality of spring and durum wheats were 
subsequently released. During the fall months, surveys were made of the protein 
content of carlots of spring wheat and six-row barley, and of the quality of flax 
shipments. Mimeographed reports covering these surveys, illustrated with 
maps and graphs, were widely distributed. 

During 1939 the Laboratory submitted 51 reports to the Board, six of which 
were also released to the public. In addition, the following seven scientific 
papers were published:—

Research is being continued on a number of projects which may be grouped 
as follows:—Studies looking to the improvement of analytical methods and 
macro- and micro- tests, used in assessing the quality of cereal grains and oil 
seeds; and studies relating to the effect of environment on these crops. 

In 1939 the principal additions to the equipment of the Laboratory, were a 
Chopin Alveograph, a Brabender Extensograph (both used for measuring the 
physical properties of doughs), and further shelving and cabinets designed to 
facilitate the handling of envelope samples of grain and to house the library 
more adequately. 

During the past fourteen months, the Grain Research Laboratory lost the 
services of'six members of its staff: one retired and five resigned to accept other 
positions. These members were:—Dr. W. F. Geddes, Chief Chemist; Air. 
I S Snider, Experimental Miller (retired); Messrs. D. S. Binnington, II. Johann¬ 
son and L. D. Sibbitt, the complete staff of the durum laboratory; and Miss 
Nancy Milton, statistical assistant. Most of these who resigned have been 
replaced and a period of readjustment and rebuilding of the staff is now in pro- 
gress. 

A detailed report on the work of the Grain Research Laboratory is m pre¬ 
paration. In accordance with existing precedent, it is recommended that this 
report be published separately, with the object of putting on record data on the 
quality of the more important Canadian gram crops, and accounts of investi¬ 
gations now in progress in the Laboratory.
